Deerwester estimates that the peak 
will mount to about 2000 K.W. and

an excessive figure. As regards pow~ 
er for the street railway, it appears 
that during the winter months, the 
traction generators have to produce 
nearly 50 K.W. per car running. This 
gure appears to me to be rather high, 
but taking into account the necessity 
of heating the cars, the severe gradi- 
ents in places, and the adverse condi- 
tions of weather and track, it is prob- 
ably safe to make provision for loss. 
In a few months, htere will, I am 
given tu understand, be 31 cars on the 
road, so that the maximum winter de- 
mand may be estimated at 1550 K.W.

It is cheaper and can be delivered and 
got to work sooner, Moreover with

The council wil lexpend the sum of | 
£115,000 for the purchase of a site for | 
union stockyards. The property 
which they propose to purchase con- 
sosts of the south half of section 23, 
township 53, range 4. The solicitor 
was instructed last evening to prepare 
a bylaw to be submitted to the rate- 
payers providing for the purchase of 
this property. 

That the health department and the 
board of health submit a report making 
provision for a bylaw to regulate the 
preparation and sale of various foods 
sold in the city, and for the inspection 
of these foods, was the recommenda- 
tion of the market committee and 
commissioners. During the current 
year the inspection wil be carried out 
by existing ofMlcials. The market com- 
mittee and commissioners also recom- 
mended that the provision of the 
Streets bylaw which prohibits the ex- 
posure for sale of any article in such 
a way that it projects over the sidc- 
walk be strictly enforced. 

The provincial board of health wrote 
to the effect that after December 31, 
{94141, sewage disposal systems must 
be installed in all cities and towns 
throughout the provinee. A copy o£ 
the letter will be forwarded to the 
city engineer. : 

The inauguration of a “buying at

McCulloch engine and the excavation 
of the itnervening space could be pro- 
ceeded with right away, and before 
this work could be completed the plans 
for the new foundation of the 450 Kk. 
W. horizontal engine should be ready. 
It would be well to have the whole of 
the alley-way excavated and fluored } 
over, so that there would be a base- 
ment available for the pipes, cables 
condensers and small auxiliary ma- 
chinery right from the gas engine 
foundation to the main condenser pit 
and the switchboard. 
Not a Day to Loso 
AS soon as it is possible to do so, 
the Robb engine should be placed on 
its new foundations and connected up. 
Then everything bemg prepared be- 
forehand, the first convenient oppor- 
tunity musl be taken on moving the 
Goldie condenser to the back of the 
foundations, or elsewhere decided on. 
This will free the site for the 2,000 
k. W. turbine, and its foundations ean 
be prepared by the time they are re- 
quired. ‘The whole of the reorganiza~ 
tion must be carried out with no loss 
of time and yet with discretion as the 
plant is so small, There is not a day 
to lose if things are going to be ready 
for the winter load, and as soon as 
plans of the present alterations are 
quite completed, plans for the next 
extension should be prepared as fur- 
there boiler-plant at least will be re- 
quired next year, 
Economical Working of the Plant. 
In order to obtain and maintain ec- 
onomical working of a power station 
it is absolutely necessary that the Sup- 
erintending engineer should have exact 
knowledge of the cost of generating 
power, and he should be able to allo- 
eale the various items which make 
up the total cost per unit to the res- 
pective accounts of coal, labor, ete. 
This enables comparisons to be made 
with other plants or other periods and 
any excessive items of cost can be 
investigated and probably remedied. 
At the end of every week the amount 
of coal, water, oil and other supplies 
used during the week — should ~ be 
booked, together with the total units 
generated and sold during the week. 
It is usual to plot these fgures as 
curves, one curve representing Ibs. 
of coal per unit: generated, another 
representing Ibs, of time and trouble 
to prepare, and show at a glance the 
economy of the station week by week.
